BASIC ENGLISH 


By HoJoSo 
In the February issue of the Read- 
ers' Digest is published an article 
which is a real challenge to Esper- 
antists, This article belittles “Esper- 
anto and many other unnatural 


systems,” and suggests the acceptance 
of Basic English as a new common 
language, By Basic English is meant 


a language system built up by using 
only 850° English words which have 
been selected out of 700,000 reputable 
words in the English language, 

It seems to me that the principle of 
using a national language as a pros- 
pective international language is 


is breaking the 
for the suc- 


basically unsound, It 
most sacred requirement 
cess of an international language 
neutrality. What right have English- 
speaking people impose their lan- 
guage on people of other nationalities? 
I notice that of the eight supporters 
of the movement who are mentioned, 
seven are English-speaking, 

It seems me also that 850 words 
gives a woefully inadequate working 
vocabulary, when we consider that the 
average reader uses 25,000 words, Now 
Esperanto has the same advantage as 
Basic English in that the fundamental 


to 


vocabulary to be learned is just 
slightly mor than the “so much 
praised 850 words of Basic English,” 
But Esperanto has one decidedly 


superior additional advantage over 


Basic English, that of being extremely 


flexible. It uses prefixes and suf- 
fixes, and by this means it is possible 
to build up an almost unbelievable 
number of words from a limited num- 
ber of root words, This is not the 
ease with Basic English, which, if 
ever accepted as the universal lan- 
guage (which we doubt very much), 
will be a stiff, unemotional language, 
not able to interpret all the shades 
and emotions of present-day life 

An example of Esperanto'’s flexi- 
bility: Bona, in Esperanto, is the ad- 
Jective for good; malbona is bad; 
bonega—very good or excellent; mal- 
hbonega--very bad; boneta—-slightly 
good: malboneta-—-allghtly bad; bone 
well honege —excellently; malbone 
poorly; malbonege-—very poorly; bon- 
igl--to make wood malbonigi--to 
make bad bonigi--to become good; 
malbonigi--to become bad: plibonigt 
to make better: malplibonighi--to make 
worse; plibonigZi--to become better; 
malplibonigi--to become worse; bon- 
ajo--something good; boneco--good- 
ness; malboneco=-evil (noun), ete, We 
see that a dozen or more Esperanto 
words can be coined from one root, 
Thus it has several times the work- 
ing vocabulary of Basic English, by 
the use of prefixes and suffixes 

It is only necessary to look at the 
progress of Mr. Carlson, whose letter 


isn elsewhere on this page, to see how 
quickly Esperanto can be learned and 
masterly handled, No doubt Esperanto 
has infinite possibilities which make it 
vastly superior to fixed system de- 
rived from one of the existing national 
languages,
